Bunker Hill Monument.—We learn from the Dai- 
ly Advertiser that a meeting of the Directors of the 
B. H. M. Association held on Friday, that it is 
probable a contract will soon be entered into for the 
completion of the monument. A contractor is ready 
to enter into an engagement to comple te it for R43,- 
“Ww. This is exclusive ofthe grading of the grounds 
and the erection of a suitable fence ; besides which 
there is a debt from the Association for money bor- 
rowed some years ago, amounting to over 85,000 
with interest, which swells the amount to about

Northeastern Boundary.—A few days since we 
met with a gentleman from the State of Maine, who 
informed us that on the Sth ult. a party of survey- 
ors under Capt. A. Talcott, U. 8. Commissioner, 
left Canaan, Vt., for the head waters of the Con- 
necticut River, for the purpose of tracing the sources 
of the Magalloway river. A branch of the party, 
to which our informant belonged, proceeded through 
Bury, and are now examining the sources of Ar- 
nold river, at the head of Megantie Lake, where 
they expect to meet their companions from the 
head of the Connecticut. The party are then to 
proceed along the dividing highlands to the Kenne- 
ate road. Another party under Professor Renwick 
have proceeded to the Restigouche Bay, from 
whence they are to trace the highlands agreeable to 
the treaty, and expect to meet the first party in the 
vicinity od Maenaies road. A third party, under 
Major Graham, is employed in running the meridi- 
an line from Mars Hill. ” 

Rail Roads in the United States. —An article upon 
rail roads, in the New York Sun compiled from 
Hunt's Merchant's Magazine, says that, thirteen 
years ago, there was not one in the country. The 
first was constructed in 1827, at Quincy, Mass., and 
was only four miles in length. The next in 1828, 
at Mauch Cink, in this State, which was five 
miles long. These nine miles of rail road were all 
that were made previous to 1831. The entire dis- 
tance now in actual operation, or in process of rapid 
completion, is two thousand two hundred and sevy- 
enty miles. Nearly the whole of this distance is 
already completed ; besides which, there are other 
roads in course of construction to the extent of two 
thousand three hundred and forty miles, making in 
all four thegsand six hundred and sixteen miles!

Extracts from a Discourse delivered in Seminary 

Chapel, elndorer, dug. 10, on the death of " illiam 

W. Hartwell, a member of the Junior Class. By 

a Classmate Published by request of the lass. 

Wituam W. Hartrwece was born in Prince- 
ton, Mass., June, A. D. Is d4.) Being deprived by 
death, of the counsel and restraint of a father, 
at the age of six years, he was exposed to many 
peculiar temptations. He resided in different 
places, with scarcely any fixed abode till A. D. 
1832. This period of life, he often remarked was 
dark and full of danger. Though moral and up- 
right in his general outward conduct, yet had he 
fallen into degradation and ruin, if he had not 
been kept back by some special providences and 
by the influence of a faithful mother. 

At the age of 18, he went with an elder brother 
and younger sister to Charleston, Va., to reside 
with an uncle. Soon after arriving there, he be- 
came hopefully pious, and united with the Presby- 
terian church in that place. Immediately after 
his conversion he was led to devote himself to 
preparation for the ministry. In deciding this 
point, he sought special direction from God—and 
after much prayer he felt a strong inward convic- 
tion that necessity was laid upon him. Though 
bitterly embarrassed by pecuniary difficulties, and 
urged by some of his friends to enter a lucrative 
employment, yet did he contrive to surmount the 
obstacles before him, and complete his academical 
studies with but little interruption. He entered 
college, and was graduated at Marietta, Ohio, A. D. 
1839. In October last, he came to this place, and 
was with us only about six months. At the close 
of last term in April, he left for a visit to his 
friends in Holden, in usual health, though some- 
what debilitated by protracted labor and confine- 
ment. He left—to return no more! 

The general character cf our late brother, was 
not particularly brilliant or striking to those who 
were not intimately acquainted with him. There 
were no bold excrescences, standing out in his 
daily intercourse, which gave him a marked char- 
acter. His excellence was that of a well balanced 
whole, which to the common eye passes unnoticed, 
rather than that of disjoined parts, which often at- 
tracts attention only because the parts are obvi- 
ous. Some traits, however, of his religious char- 
acter seem to be worthy of 1 
they show his success in

. 1. He had a deep and abiding sense of his own 
sinfulness, and enlarged views of the plan of sal- 
vation by grace. 
In early life he had impressive views of his in-| 
gratitude to God and his hatred of holiness And | 
whilst in Boston, surrounded by many temptations 
he was accustomed to withdraw from his compan- | 
ions, and with his Bible in hand bow before God 
confessing his guilt with tears. A short time be-| 
fore he went to Virginia, he often spent whole 
nights in meditation and prayer. Himself, he 
viewed us a fost sinner—justly condemned by a 


| that they only are wise who pre

his conversion, this sepse of sin was specially 
prominent in his relipious feelings. The penalty 
of God’s law he viewed as the legitimate fruits of 
sin, and not as an arbitrary infliction. ; 

The fruis of sin he feared not so much as sin 
itself. Sin he hated, not because he feared the 
punishment, but because it is of itself infinitely | 
hateful. When he looked into his own heart, like | 
one of old, he could exclaim, “Woe is me! for I | 
am a man of unclean lips !” 

The salvation of sinners he viewed as a marvel 
of grace, and like Paul could he say, “O! the 
depth of the riches, both of the wisdom and know- | 
ledge of God!” A few days before his death, he 
said to a friend, “Is it possible—is it possible ! | 
that the sovereign grace of God, can pick up so | 
vile a thing as I have been! O! the riches of 
his grace !” Christ he viewed as an Almighty 
and sufficient Saviour, and in Him alone he trust- 
ed. “1am safe with Jesus,” was his language. 
A view of his own sin and of the infinite merey 
of God, led him to strive to walk humbly with 
God and serve Him with all fidelity. Hence— 

2. He cultivated ardent devotion and entire 
consecration to the service of Christ. 

To grace he felt he owed a debt of infinite mag- | 
nitude, and after all he could do, he would be an 
unprofitable servant.

During his collegiate course 


. . | 
he was actively engaged in Sabbath schools and | 


religious meetings. It was his delight to be do- 
ing good—to do something for his Master and for 
the salvation of those around him. He was in- 
strumental of establishing several Sabbath Schools, 
and in one place where there had been none, he 
gathered together about five hundred from the 
streets and lanes of the village to study the Bible. 
Bibles and tracts he always kept by him for gra- 
tuitous distribution. ; 

Betore coming to this place, he had parted with 
all his Bibles save one—a copy specially dear to 
him, and his constant companion, But he met with a 
poor sailor who had no Bible, and who though anx- 
ious, was unable to get one. He found the sailor sin- 
cere and earnest in his inquiry for the way of life. 
He gave him his own last Bible, and remembered 
him in his prayers! Brother Hartwell was fer- 
vent and earnest in his devotions, and delighted 
much in prayer, meditation and reading the Serip- 
tures, His lite he intended to spend at the West 
among the poor and destitute, 
another field of employment for him in a fairer 
world, and thither is he gone! 

3. Again, he loved much the society of Chris- 
tians, and had liberal views of Christian fellowship. 

The image of Christ he loved wherever it was 
found. Christians he loved, not those who 
were of his own sect or sentiment, but as mem- 
bers of Christ and of his body. 

Ile loved holiness, and, Wherever he saw it, 
that he recognized as an image of his own Mas- 
ter, and theretore entitled to his love. Atfection- 
ate attachment to the people of God, dwelt abun- 
dantly in his bosom. And Christian love 
with a temperament naturally mild and affection- 
ate, gave to him in all his intercouse that ingenu- 
ousness and delicate regard for others, that sim- 
plicity and warmth of feeling which instinctively 
wins regard. ;

In his last hours, he dwelt much on the joy he 
should experience to open his eyes in heaven, 
and suddenly find himself in the « ompany of those 
he loved on earth, and then to be with Abraham 
and Isaac and Jacob, and all the holy patriarchs 
and prophets of old! Glorious antic ipations to 
him which are now realized! 

4. He strove to grow daily in grace and to be 
constanuy ready for his last ‘change. 

“Lord sanctify me through thy truth.’ was his 
daily prayer. ~ ‘ 


For several weeks before the close 
of last 


term, his mind was unusually occupied 
with the subject of entire conformity to the will of 
God. He desired to be wholly sanctified and 
have that perfect love which “casteth out fear.”
